NEWS FROM PAKBOI. _ 


Mysterious Movements of 
Troops. 


. A Pakhoi correspondent, writ- 
ing under date of June Ist, 
gaye . 

There are no newsppars print- 
ed in this part of the country, and 
we have to depend on wild rno- 
ours. At the moment there are 
many of thesa afloat. Afew days 
agoe general from Kwongsi, with 
2,000 troos, passed through here 
on his way to Canten to join the 
NorthernExpedition. Itis eatimat- 
ed that there are 10,090 more 
Kwacgtong and Kwangsi forces | 
from this territory, who have 
crossed the Kwangni toarder into 
Kwangtung. The Kwangsi forces 
mentioned are part of those that 
went over to the Kwangtung sid 
daring hostilities. : 

The general in command of the 
defences of this prefecture has 
called all his armed trosps sod 
police into Lis Chow city, and 
closed the gates, and is preparing. 
for defence. Hoe has withdrawn 
all troops and armed polica from 
Pakhoi, and left the town 
uhprotected. A call was made 
for volunteers who conld 
provide their own firearms, 
a daily wage being of-- 
fered. Something like 100 
torned out. Headquarters were 
opened, and the volonteers and 
their arms wera being inspected, 
when a Chinese gunboat steamed 
into harbour... This caused the 
volunteers to close up their quar- 
ters, and break up..

What the feelings of the Ministers, 

who have been urged to resign, 

can be it is not easy to imagine. 
They might be expected to feel 
considerable humiliation in stay- 
ing when they have been request- 
ed by theirchief to go, but per- 
haps thes feel the uplif:ing sense 
of having won a victors. Their 
satisfaction, however, can only 
de in proportion.to the Premier's 

_ senso of chagrin. And yet it is 
possible that Viscount Takabashi 
feels po gruat degree of chagrin. 
His was always a sanguine and 
hopeful temperament. His grasp 
of principles may not be profound, 
but he is a man of ready ex- 
pedients. and ha is naver better 
than when weathering a starm 
by ingenious tacks and shifts. I 
the Cabinet are simply clinging 
to office so long asit ir physically 
possible in order to gain power 
and spoils, itis possible that the 
members will work harmoniously 
enoush, The Premier has shown 
them that in order to prolong his 
own term of office he is quite’ 
veady to throw over any one of 
them, but if efSce is their.only 
objective ther can never have 
expected anything hetter. The 
threstened members have shown 
that they could wreck the Ca- 
binet if it were made worth their 
whiletodoso. The others mas 
feel that the continuance of their 
company can only shorten the 
term of cfice of the tess. Still, 
they cannot harbour much re- 
sentmen’, for if they would have 
made Jonahs of the minority. it 
is a less deastic action on the part 
of-the misority to insist upon 
staying in the boat, even though 
they increase the risks that beset 
it. 

Naturaily the Opposition par- 
ties are disappointed. The Ken- 
seikai had seemed confident of 
a gereral upset in which ther 
.Might have been able to secure 
some prizes for themselves. Now, 
however, the internal dissensions 
of the Cabinet, if they still exist, 
are carefully camouflaged, and 
the Opposition can do notbine 
hut “impeach the Government" 
at various public meetings. But 
the Cubinet is no: responsible 
even to the Diet, far lass to public 
meetings. There is, in fact, no 
means of dislodging « Govern- 
ment: except br something 
approaclung a popular distur- 
bance, and if the Cabinet ts sale. 


Peers follow up this acknowledg- 
ment of their power they may 
succeed to the functions of the 
Genro. The chief drawback of 
sach an arrangement is that there 
are too many of the Peers, and, 
while the actual decisions would 
necessarily remain in the hands 
of aclique, that clique would have 
to placate the rest by a judicious 
distribution of honours or emolu- 
ments. Meanwhile, the political 
partieaare makingafutilestruggle 
tedemonstratetbeir pawer. The 
Rensetkai, for instance, as though 
they were a group of Powers, 
have sent a Note tothe Premier 
“advising” bim to resign. Ther 
would bave made this represent- 
ation by word of mouth only the 
Premier declined ‘to see them. 
They deny the constitutionality 
of the recent proceedings. 
According to the accounts of the 
procedure now current, the 
Premier, .when the stubborn 
members stood out for the “stand 
together and fall together” 
principle, hel? sacred by the late 
Mr. Hara, the Premier said that 
the whole Cabinet could resign. 
and he would use his discretion 
tegarding the resigoations to 
accept whico he would tender his 
advice to the Throne. The 
Keiseikai in their “advice” de- 
scribe this asa glaring piece ,of 
ucconstitutionalism and an en- 
croachmen! on the prerogatives 
of the Throne. This scems a 
somewhat exaggerated descrip 
tion of the circumstaqces. “The 
theoretical equality of the 
Ministers, upon which the Ken- 
seikat Note relies;can hardis be 
held’to withhold the Premier from 
signifying to certain members 
that he wishes that they 
wereout ofthe Cabinet, Such an

“Einstein Theory,” film—or to 
sive ths film its more formal title, 
“The Basic Principlea of the 
Theory of Relativity.” has been 
completed, and hasbeen producad 
at Frankfort-on- Main. - 

Although the project met with 
his immediate approval Professor 
Elasteio, absorbed in his Univer- 
sity and scientific work, has not 
been concarned in the actual prep- 
aration of the film.

At the end of the actual film, 
personal explanations by Profes- 
sor Einstein on the deflection of 
the stellar light aa revealed in 
the observations made during the 
eclipse of the san in 1918 are re- 
produced on the screen.
